On Sunday the 19th is Private Confessions, the last 
installment in a trilogy written by Ingmar Bergman about his parents (this one is directed by 
longtime Bergman associate Liv Ullman and stars Max von Sydow). And the late stand-up 
comic (best known as “Latka” in the t.v. show Taxi) Andy Kaufman stars in Heartbeeps, a 
charming comedy with Bernadette Peters.

This resonant and unusual fantasy is set at a 
drab way station between this life and the next, where the newly dead must choose one cherished memory from their lives 
to be re-created, filmed, and kept with them through eternity. A delightful change of pace from the acclaimed director of 
Maborosi. and one of the most acclaimed movies of the year.
